Use of the Illinois-Mississippi 


Canal and Siunissippi Lake near 
Sterling-Rock Falls as a state 
recreation area is a big step 
nearer realization with the signa- 
ture of Governor William G. 
Stiatton this week to a bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Dennis J. Collins, 
(R., DeKalb) 
authorizing the 


state conservation department to 
accept title to the canal, which 
extends east about 75 miles from 
the Mississippi River below Rock 
Island to the Illinois river near 
Bureau. A feeder canal extends 
south 29 miles from Sterling to 
the main channel. 
Under the terms of the bill, the 


department is authorized to enter 
into an agreement with the U. S. 
Government whereby the U. S. 
acquires fee simple title to the lake 
and the canal, rehabilitates both 
for 
recreational use. 
and then 


turns the entire project over to 
the State of Illinois which in turn 
is authorized to accept a quit-claim 
deed from the federal government. 


The-agreement provides that the 


title to the lands under Sinnissippi 
LaJce be purchased locally and 
deeded to the federal government 
after which, the United States will 
build 3. new modem dam in F>.ock 
River between Pvock Falls and Ster- 
ling-. 


The U. S. had planned to aban- 


don the ca.nal which would have 
cost approximately two million dol- 
lars. Rather than expend this huge 
amount for this purpose, the State 
of Illinois persuaded the federal 
government to use that sum on re- 
habilitation for a park and recrea- 
tional purposes. It will take the 
jrovemrnen;. two or three years to

The Modern Dowry 


Men, it looks as if we're going to have to modify our 


approach to marriage. Some of the hard economic realities 
of the 1950's seem to be catching up with us. 


Sylvia Porter, an astute economic reporter, turned an 


embarrassing spotlight on these facts in a recent column. 
If this sort of thing keeps up, there'll be no way out but to 
get a new script, 


Some of us, of course, have always rushed into marriage 


headlong. But most tend to delay the big step, sometimes 
for quite a while. And one of our favorite lines, heretofore 
considered unanswerable, is:'"Darling, I can't afford to mar- 
ry you yet." 


Well, now, according to Miss Porter the present day in- 


come tax laws are so framed that the girl is on very sound 
ground if she replies: "You can't afford NOT to marry me." 


What she means, naturally, is that tax savings accruing 


to the married state are so substantial that a fellow who in- 
sists on staying single must be judged as having no head at 
all for business. 


Miss Porter doesn't wan to run down the romantic side 


of marriage in the mid-20th century. 
But she feels com- 


pelled to declare that marriage today is also a "magnificent 
financial deal." 


In the first place, the little woman automatically pro- 


vides you .with an extra $600 personal exemption. 


More important, when you're married you cari file a 


joint return under which your income is divided between the 
two marriage partners and taxed separately at lower rates. 


If your total joint income is $4,000 your yearly saving is 


$172. If $6,000, it $252. For those who get past $10,000 a 
year, a wife begins to look almost like a pass from the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue. Savings in that category come to 
$600 annually. The chosen few who make $50,000 or more 
find a wife worth $6,874 in tax savings. 


. Miss Porter doesn't rest her case with figures like these. 


She shows what these savings would amount to if capitalized 
at 6 per cent over a married life of 20 or 30 years. And she 
details a lot of secondary economies, not the least of which 
is the fact that you get yourself a free nurse in case of ill- 
ness. 


In the old days, a bride-to-be was expected to offer her 


man something in the way of a dowry. But dowries went 
out of fashion. Today, however, a girl can make a much 
more convincing case than her grandmother could with talk 
of dowries. All she needs to do. suggests Miss- Porter, is to 
have a copy of the tax tables handy when the man is waver- 
ing. If he has any sense, that should do it. 


The fellow who still wants to put marriage off in the 


face of the compelling economic advantages will not only 
have to be a bit foolhardy. He'll have to be a pretty imagi- 
native talker to sound even half way convincing. .

GENEVA— It s ten years since San Francisco and hers we go 


again, but thus far our new Alger Hiss, if there is one, ha« not been 
identified and the situation resembles th« final momenta before a 
million dollar fight, with the gladiators in their corners taping their 


hands and their handlers frankly on guard against 
lead foil and plaster of Pans. 


Geneva is crawling with newspaper and tele- 


vision people. 
There were fifteen hundred when 


the gong rang Monday including a very few legiti- 
mate reporters with an honest purpose to report in- 
formation. 
All speculation is futile except 
the 


wistful but futile prayer that some miraculous result 
will emerge from a congress of mutually suspi- 
cious and mutually guilty double-crossers who ar« 
now trying to convince German youth that salva- 


fr«u>**fc ri«tct 
tion may be won only by a commitment to fight 


another u-ar. They fought Bolshevism before and we stabbed them in 
the back. 


Twenty years ago in Geneva the League of Nations held a kan- 


garoo court in an ugly edifice called the Palace Wilson after the 
president who had kept us out oJ war until he was re-elected. The 
Fascists were trying to establish squatts on a patch of useless African 
mountain and desert and authority over a shiftless, diseased, abomi- 
nable population of savages who practiced slavery and chopped off 
the hands of thieves. 


We held aloof from that hypoc- 


risy, with Hugh Gibson gravely 
"observing" from the end^of the 
coffee 
bar 
and 
Anthony Eden 


daintily flicking flakes of pastry 
fiom bis eornsilk mustache. But 
the Italians 
literally 
screamed 


their indignation and Pierre Laval 
encouraged them because France 
had a full supply of deserts and the 
problems of impulsive wild men. 
But Britain was guarding her "life- 
line" so "sanctions" weie voted 
against Mussolini. 
Consequently, 


the second war came in which not 
Mussolini but Churchill's friend, 
Roosevelt, destroyed the lifeline 
and "liquidated1' the empire. Laval 
was lynched for remaining loyal 
to France rather than Britain. 


The Palace Wilson is now a 


hutch of the Swiss bureaucracy. 
mildewed and obsolete. The United 
Nations occupied a grand array of 
giant crates in a park farther up 
the road resembling some of those 
New York experiments m pie-crust 
modernism. TJie so-called summit 
conference is being held here with 
the colossal outpouring of the so- 
called press firmly excluded. 


As at Yalta and San Francisco 


we have been "briefed" for our 
deception and yours in a p*rma- 
nent 
stone 
temple across th^ 


Rhone which the Swiss ordinarily 
use for a polling place and conven- 
tion hall. It has been transformed 
for the present purpose of accom- 
modating all this "press" by a 
superb feat of organization and 
drive which would be impossible 
in the United Statet under union 
rule. 


It is just three weeks since this 


job began and the result is an 
astounding 
coup. There is an 


amphitheatre seating 750 facing the 
throne from which the secretaries 
of delegations may declaim propa- 
ganda. Should developments so re- 
quire there are earphones as at 
Nurmberg where Russians ^at in 
judgment of their allies and joined 
us in damning them to the gallows. 
These phones speaJv in English, 
Russian, 
French, 
and Spanish. 


Theie are chambres noires for the 
news photographers and television 
and soundproof booths for many 
broadcasters, all improvised and 
done m. less time than we would 
spend negotiating with the carpen- 
ters and plumbers. An enormous 
kitchen for banquets was ironed 
out by the roots and the rudimen- 
tary plumbing converted for the 
photo-developing gear. This feat 
was done by Jean-Pierre Grenier, 


be chief of the house of the press. 
I have seen many such arrange- 
ments including San Francisco but 
none truly comparable in efficien- 
cy overlaid here with a sheen ot 
ait and beauty. 


Jim Hagerty, the President's 


press secretray who bush-leagued 
for eight years with Tom Dewey 
in Albany, has been handling a 
den of shi ewnsh hyenas from Wash- 
ington and elsewhere with eclat 
and poise. All that leniams of im- 
portance is to ascertain what Ike 
gives away to Prussia this time 
ten years after he surrendered the 
victory,, retreating 100 miles from, 
the Elbe.

This marked the first 
time Mrs. Gerdes had met these 
members of her husband's family. 


Bupnde is a city of nearly 12,000 


population and is about 1,102 years 
old. The streets are of asphalt and 
walks of cobble stones. The Dixon 
pair visited the new cemetery, with 
its chapel built at an expense of 
260.000 marks, or about $60,000. All 
city burials take place in this 
chapel. The cemeterv resembles a 
huge park of flowers 


The local couple, both very ac- 


tive in gardening, visited the Na- 
tional Flower Show, Bundesgarten- 
Bchau, in Kassel, Germany. This is 
held from May until October. Prac- 
tically the entire city of Kassel, 
once bombed, has been rebuilt with 
fine modern buildings. It is a moun- 
tainous region and the scenery 
along the railroad enroule to the 
city is beautiful. 


The tourists made their next stop 


at Frankfurt, a city of 650 000 pop- 
ulation. They en-joyed 8. sightseeing: 


trip and noted that 85 per cent/of 
the city which had been destroyed 
during the war, all of the business 
section, is now being rebuilt. They 
also visited 'Goethe Haus,' home 
of the outstanding German poet 
whose most outstanding work was 
the opera 'Faust.- 'Goethe Haus' 
was destroyed during the war and 
was restored to its original atyle 
from 1947 to 1851. They stopped in 
Stuttgart, Germany, a large city 
amid vineyards and forests and also 
in the small village or Calw, locat- 
ed in tile Black Forest region.

Claims Soviet Propaganda 
Ready to Dash Peace Hopes 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AP Foreign New* Analyst 


Soviet propaganda has built up 


hopes inside Russia and abroad 
that tha Geneva summit meeting 
opening today will lead to lasting 
peace. But it has laid the ground- 
work—carefully abroad and almost 
recklessly at home—for dashing 
those hopes and blaming failure on 
the West. 


When Soviet leaders make friend- 


ly statements to foreign corre- 
spondents at various receptions in 
Moscow, the home folk do not hear 
about it. They get the darker side. 


Warmongers, spies, imperialists, 


saboteurs and all the res: cf the 
catalogue of enemies still populate 
the pages of the Soviet press. "De- 
fense might" through heavy in- 
dustrial building -remains the prod 
of fear. 


Limits Improvement 


The m rpi seisonediasig n^,- .. 
The impression is gained that 


the Kremlin wants what might be 
termed & strictly limited relaxa- 
tion of tensions. That is, the Soviet 
leaders seem to want just enough 
relaxation in their relations with 
the West to remove any jmmedi- 
aet danger that a global clash 
would bring the Soviet structure 
down about their heads. But they 
seem in no way prepared to per- 
mit the Soviet people themselves 
to relax. 


Here are some examples: 
Communist party boss Nikita S. 


Khrushchev, July 4, to foreign cor- 
respondents : 


"I think in any case what he 


(President Eisenhower) said (about 
the need to end the cold war) was 
..a fresh stream of ozone." 


• That was not published for the 
Soviet Radio home service: They 
read in Pravda and heard on the 
Moscow Radio home service: 


Another View 


Pravda, July 11: "In actual fact, 


Presiden tEisenhower let it be un- 
derstood that the United States in- 
tends to continue its interference 
in the internal affairs (of commu- 
nist 
countries) 
and strive 
to 


achieve a change in the regimes 
there. There is no need to say 
such statements by no means show 
any real desire to take the path ot 
reducing international tension." 


Khrushchev, July 4, to foreign 


correspondents: "If we meet as 
equals something- will come of it 
... I know we do not want a war 
and I know that you do not. If 
there must be a war, let's be on 
the same side." 


That statement was not reaxl or 


heard by the Soviet public. It gets 
this sort of thing: 


More War Charges 


The youth magazine Smena, July 


1955 edition: "The capitalist camp 
is intensively preparing a new war 
and is sending its spies, terrorists 
and saboteurs into the Soviet Un- 
ion. The imperialists are resorting 
to all methods to try to under- 
mine the economic and military 
might of the Soviet state. Since the 
second world war, American and 
British intelligence services have 
been trying to send their specially 
trained agents to the U.S.S.R. This 
is eloquently proved in the Soviet 


press by reports ot spies beinf 
caught." 


Alt through the Soviet press and 


the Moscow Radio's home service 
is threaded the. idea that the Unit- 
ed States has approached Geneva 
with the idea of preventing agree- 
ment and blaming the failure on 
the Soviet - Umon.

But even a monopoly can be ex- 


pensive to run. When "he took office 
a year ago as director of the bu- 
reau of the mint, William H. 
Biett, an Alliance. Ohio, manufac- 
turer, ruled that the monopoly he 
inns "be operated in the same 
light as if it faced stiff competi- 
tion fiom other manufacturers."
